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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
WO 93/17669; Kim et al; Sawhney et al; and Loomis 5,854,382. 

All of the cited prior arts disclose polymeric networks comprising crosslinked ABA 
triblock dimethacrylate macromers comprising polyesters and polyethers as claimed. 
See column 2, lines 48-59, column 5, lines 15-67, and column 6, lines 1-24. Also, see 
the abstract, page 260, column 2, item 2.3 and 2.4 of Kim et., and the abstract of 
Sawhney et al. It is the Examiner's position that the cited prior arts have features and 
characteristics as claimed.
